EXPLANATION

The inclusion of this explanation does not constitute agreement with
the explanation’s substance by the members of the general assembly.

This bill amends the amount allowed to be retained for
the benefit of the community spouse of an institutionalized
individual to comply with federal law. The bill provides
that the amount is the greater of the current $24,000 amount
stated in state law or the minimum required under federal
law as a condition of receipt of federal funding under the
Medicaid program. The minimum allowances under the minimum
spousal impoverishment standards released by the centers for
Medicare and Medicaid Services of the United States department
of health and human services (CMS) effective on January 1 of
the respective year are $24,180 for 2017, $24,720 for 2018, and
$25,284 for 2019.
